TOO MUCH LAND. 


Mtuy a farmer in ruined by his greed for 


Lkud. He wants all the land adjoining him, 
and bis poverty is the result of his cot pos- 
Mwiug the quaint wisdom of the man who 
WM trying to hoc somo corn ou a fearfully 
atony patch, when one riding by remarked 
that he should think a man niunt be very 
poor with >uoh land us that. "0, sir," re- 
plied the farmer, "I ain not so poor as you 
think I am: I don't own all this lend." 
Mauy a firmer is actually poor—or always 
lu straitened circumstances, which is quite 
as bid—because of his mania for land. A 
farm is not regarded by such as sufficiently 
large unless it contains two or three hun- 
dred acres of land. But there are very few 
farmers with sufficient capital to own and 
work to advantagt such a farm. 


A business man is only wise to measure 


the flize of his business by the amount of 
his capital. Occasionally you see a man 
trying desperately to swing a 
business 


which should hove a capital of fifty thous- 
and dollars, on n capital of one-flfth that 
amount; the consequence is, he is always 
"bard up"—a wretched pay-mastor,ft victim 
to loan spongers, and in the end not worth 
a dollar. 80 of farming. 
A farm which re- 


quires, for the proper management, at least 
twenty thousand dollars capital is run cu a 
quarter of that amount. Mortgages ei- 
hanst eoil faster tbau crops. Much of the 
land is neglected. Buildings get out of re- 
pair. Marketing is not properly attended 
to. Produce bus to be sold at forced prices, 
and leanness is marked on everything except 
th6 circumference of the farm. 


But too much land is a loss from the in- 


ability to work it. We can bring out the 
point by citing the experience of two farm- 
ers we know well. One has a farm of a 
hundred and fifty acres of land, a pasturnge 
of siity acres, wood land covering thirty 
acres, mowing and tilling of fifty acres with 
some ten acres runuiug to waste. His 
Block consists of one yoke of oxen, five 
milch cows, seven bead of young cattle, one 
horse and a hundred sheep. 
This farmer 


mows over some forty acres of land to cut 
thirty to forty tons of hay; cultivates ten 
fioros divided up for planting and sowing 
orops. He is always short of pasturage, 
buys hay every spring, Rnd has but little to 
tell off from the farm. Too much land is 
thut farmer's poverty. . 


The other man, living in the same town, 


owning land of the same character, has a 
farm of seventy five acres. 
His stock in 


the number of head, is the same with the 
exception of a few less sheep. 
Ho mows 


over only fifteen acres, cuts thirty tons in 
the first crop, and about ten of the second. 
Ho has produce to sell; his stock locks sleek 
and always brings the best price. 
Old hay 


has not been strange to his barn for years. 
The farm is carried on witb less help, and 
everything slio^va thrift. Now, as both are 
hard working, good calculating farmers, wo 
are satisfied the difference in their circum- 
stances is that one has too much laud to 
work over, fence, to care for and pay tuxes 
on. Over the doors of many poverty- 
stricken farmers should be written: Too 
much land. .
